Mudge was found innocent of in- 
voluntary manslaughter Friday in 
the 1984 death of Jacqueline Marlyse 
Reed, formerly of Mitchell. 

Madison County Associate Judge 
Charles Romani Jr. allowed a 
defense motion ‘for a directed ver- 
dict at the end of a 114-day, non-jury 
trial. 

MISS REED, 25, a_ student at 
SIUE, was found dead ih bed in her 
Edwardsville apartment May il, 
1984 The—prosecution- claimed 
Mudge, of O’Fallon, caused her 
death by striking her with or poshing 
her against a blunt object. The back 
of her skull was fractured, accor- 
ding to testimony. 

Authorities originally thought 
Miss Reed choked on her own vomit. 

Romani based his decision on con- 
flicting ‘statements by a coroner's 
pathologist, the fact that the crime 
scene was not sealed, and lost 
evidence. 

THE PATHOLOGIST, Dr. Steven 
Nuernberger, told a grand jury he 
believed a blow to the head caused 
Miss Reed's death. However, he 
testified in the trial that he did not 
know if a blow or fall killed her. 

Romani refused to admit as 
evidence a table and a broken-off 
table leg, saying nothing indicated 
they were used in a crime. 

ie crime scene, Romani said, 
may have been altered; he cited con- 
flicting testimony on the position of 
the-table. It could have been moved 
because police did not seal the apart- 
ment after the body was found, he 
said. 

ALSO, a wastebasket, Romani 
said, was lost; it supposedly contain- 
ed vomit which could have indicated 
the presence or absence of alcohol. 
Toxicology reports on the body in- 
dicated no alcohol present. 

Mudge, 31, said in a statement to 
his attorneys that he and Miss Reed 
were drinking the hight of May 10, 
1984. Witnesses saw Miss Reed and 
Mudge at Rusty’s Restaurant in Ed- 
wardsville at 12:45 a.m, the follow- 
ing morning. 

They returned to her apartment at 
451 E. Vandalia, Edwardsville, 
where she began vomiting, he said. 

IN THE statement, Mudge said 
Miss Reed hit her head against a 
toilet bowl or bathtub while 
vomiting. He last saw her alive 
about 9 a.m. the following day ‘and 
could not wake her just before I 
p.m., he said. - 

Romani earlicr ruled that the 
statement could not be used as 
evidence because -of protection _ 
under the attorney-client privilege. 
His decision was upheld by the 5th 
District: Appellate Court at Mount 
Vernon. 

Mudge was originally indicted on 
a murder charge July 26, 1984. A se- 
cond grand jury indicted Mudge on

Arms sales prompted by Soviet threat 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — A Soviet inva- 
sion of Iran following -the Ayatollah 
Khomeini’s death has been a major 
element in Pentagon “scenarios” 
since at least 1982, lending weight to 
the Reagan administration’s claim 
that such a superpower confrontation 
was the main reason for the secret 
sale of arms to Iran. 

Whether the Pentagon's suspicions 
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of Soviet intentions are solidly based 
is open to debate. What is not in dis- 
pute, though, is that Defense Secre- 
tary Caspar Weinberger focused his 
annual “Defense Guidance” on the 
U.S. response to a Soviet attack on 
Iran 

The annual secret strategy papers 
‘serve as planning guidelines for the 
armed services for the following five- 
year period; Weinberger reiterated 
his warning in a subsequent guidance 
document that covers U.S. strategy 
into the 1990s. 

According to top secret documents, 
the Pentagon's fears_of Soviet intent 
to capitdlize on post-Khomeini chaos 
in Iran date back to 1980. As we first 
disclosed in 1981, the Soviets staged a 
mock invasion of Iran in the fall of 
1980, testing their command, control 
and communications system near the 
Iranian border. 

The timing of that military exer- 
cise suggested that it may have been 
simply a show of strength intended to 
dissuade President Carter from at- 
tempting a second hostage-rescue 
mission. Many experts to this day dis- 
count any genuine threat to Iran by 
the Kremlin. 

In any case, the secret Defense 
Guidance that laid out. U.S. strategy 
through 1989, obtained by our asso- 
ciate Donald Goldberg, picked a Sovi-

tended as “a prediction of future 
events.” 

. “The scenario used by the Pentagon 
supposes a Soviet attack with 24 divi- 
sions some two months after central 
authority in Tehran begins to crum- 
ble. It then postulates full-scale — 
but non-nuclear — engagement be- 
tween U.S. and Soviet forces begin- 
ning 30 to 40 days after the initial So- 
viet attack. 

Meanwhile, according to the secret 
war-game plan, NATO and Warsaw 
Pact troops have begun. fighting in 
Central Europe, starting with an at- 
tack by at least 90 Sovet bloc divi- 
sions. And simultaneously, North Ko- 
rea has invaded South Korea, leading 
to a quick U.S. response with rein- 
forcements there. 

An earlier scenario written to cov- 
er the years 1984 through 1988 used 
roughly the same sequence of sup- 

events, but cautioned that it 
should not be regarded as “approved 
war plans.”

County had died as of the end of 1986,

Statewide, 303 new cases were 
diagnosed in illinois during 1986 an 
the number is expected to go high 
when more cases which were 
reported last year are officially 
verified this year. 

Macoupin was among 16 counties 
in the state reporting their first 
AIDS cases in 1986. There are 102 
counties. 

Madison and St, Clair counties 
rank fourth with a ‘total of nine 
reported AIDS cases each since 
IDPH began keeping such records in 
June 1981.

Madison County has been issued a 
tentative property assessment 
‘ization—factor— 





fhomas Johnson, director of the Il- 
linois Department of Revenue, said 
in late January. 

The property assessment 
‘equalization factor, often called the 
“muitiplier,” is the method used-to 
achieve uniform real estate 
assessments among counties as re- 
quired by law. 

» “This equalization is particularly 
important because some of the 
staté’s 6,600 logal taxing districts 
‘overlap into two or more counties — 
including school districts, college 
districts and fire protection 
districts. If there was no equaliza- 
tion among counties, substantial ine- 
quities among taxpayers with com- 
parable properties would result,’’ 
Johnson said. 

State law requires property in Il- 
linais-to be assessed at one-third of 
its market value. Farm property is 
assessed differently, ith farm 
homesites and dwellings subject to 
regular assessing and equalization 
procedures, but with farmland and 
buildings assessed according to 
standards based on producti 

The factor is determined annually 
for each county by comparing the 
sales prices of individual properties 
sold over the past three years to the 
Assessed value placed on those pro- 
‘perties by the county assessor. 

If this three-year average level of 
assess one-third of market 
value, the equalization factor will be 
one. If the average level of assess- 
ment is greater than one-third of 
market value, the factor will be less 
than-one. And if assessment is less 
than one-third of value, the equaliza- 
tion factor will be greater than one. 

“Assessments in. Madison County 
are at 32.55 percent of market value, 
based on sales in 1983, 1984 and 1985. 

The factor currently being assign- 
ed is for 1986 taxes, payable in 1987. 
Last year’s equalization factor for 
the county was 1.0, as it has been for 
many yea 
The tentative factor is subject to 
change if the county’s Board of 
Review ‘takes actions which 
significantly affect the assessments 
or if local officials or others can pre- 
sent data showing the Department of 
Revenue's estimates should be 
adjusted. 

“A public hearing on the tentative 
multiplier will be held between 20
